OUR MANUFACTURERS. 


The Increasing aqtlvUty of 
the 


manufacturers of the United States 
is Illustrated on both export and the 
Import side of the latest figures of 
the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics. 


During tho seven months ending with 
July 1902 the exportation of the manu- 
factures was nearly $10,000,000 great- 
er than In the corresponding months 
of the preceding year, and the Impor- 
tation of manufacturers' 
materials 


•was thirty millions greater than In 
the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year. 
The exportation 
of 


manufactures during 
thet 
seven 


months .of the present year has aver- 
aged $35.108.000 per month, or at 
the rate of $421,000,000 per annum. 
Nearly al Hlie principal manufactured 
articles exported, except Iron and steel 
ehow an increase In quantity and In 
most cases In value, though In a 
few Important articles the reduction 
in price per unit of quantity shows 
las brought tho value below

year's figures while the quantity shows 
an Increase.

HE PASSED AS A BOOK AGENT 


Used a Skeleton Key To Effect an 


Entrance— Did Skillful 


Work 


During their stay In Juncsvllle the 


Forepangh & Sells llros.' shows kept 
up their reputation established In MaT- 
Incite, Green Day and Oshkosh for 
having a following of crooks, who 
•were successful In two robberies anil 
failed In two others. 


Despite the warning given by the 
papers to people, not to leave their 
Tiomes alone and to take care of their 
valuables while the circus and Its at- 
tendant crowds were In town .many 
people did leave their homes alone 
and left valuables lying around loose. 


Mr. Baker Robbed 


At J. P. Baker's home $32.23 and 
n ring worth $18.50 was secured. At 
Mrs. Mary Crossett's, 154 East Milwau 
kee street a gold watch and a gold pin 
and $10 In money was taken, as was 
a ring belonging to Miss L. F. Peter- 
son. 
At Judge Dunwlddle's and Dr. 


Frank Fnrnsworth's the men did not 
succeed In getting Into the house. 


The crooks that did tho work were 


evidently .old hands at tho business 
and knew enough In each Instance to 
get away without being questioned, al- 
though they were sobn by at least two 
parties. 
As near as can bo learned 


the party that did tho work posed ns 
a book agent and carried a book un- 
der his nrm so that he could make 
a bluff If picked up. 


One Man's Work 
There Is very little doubt but that 


one'man did all of the work here. Ho 
was In the First ward In the morning 
and the third ward In the afternoon. 
He Is described as being n man of 
medium height, smooth face and dark 
hair, dressed In a slate colored suit 
with a light fedora hat with a black 
band. 


His game was to call at tho house 
that seemed deserted and ring tho 
door boll loudly. If no one answered 
the call he would try tho door with a 
skeleton key and If not successful In 
opening It would walk around to,tho 
side door and try that. ' If he sue- 
ceded In getting Into the house he 
made a thorough and rapid search for 
money and valuables, but was sure 
to put things back as he found them 
or at least to close all drawers 
so 
that no one would notice anything 
•wrong until they had oij:aston to 
open a drawer. 
He would lock the 


door when he left, go that things look- 
ed 
all right and no one would sus- 


pect that they had been robbed. 


His First Visit 


Evidently the first place visited by 
the gentleman yesterday was J. P. 
Baker's residence at 204 North High 
street,). .Hero he gained -entrance to 
the-house by the- way .'of the front 
door which was locked "with a'spring 
hook. 
No one was at home and he 
had all of tho time necessary to make 
a thorough search of the house. He 
opened almost every drawer and clos- 
et In the house as Is shown by their 
disarranged contents, but was sure 
to shut all of them after his search. 


Secures Money 


At Mr. Baker's ho secured $23.75 


and a gold Elks' ring with H. 
W. 


McNnmara's monogram on It that was 
in n dresser draxver In Mr. and Mrs. 
•McNamara's room. 
In Fred Baker's 
room he rccurcd $3 In sllved. 
He 


had taken $10 and deposited It In the 
bank yesterday morning or ho wouiu 
iavo been more of a- loser. 
In the 


servant girl's room he secured $3.50. 


After Money 
Evidently he was after money more 


particularly as In Mrs. McNamara's 
room there were a couple of gold 
lockets and a chain and other valua- 
ble things he did not touch. 
There 


was also a bank tilled with pennies 
sitting on the mantle which he broke 
a piece out of, but finding that It con- 
tained only pennies ho put tho piece 
back in place and pushed the bank up 
against tho wall, so the break would 
not bo1 noticed. 


Discovered Late 


The robbery was not discovered un- 


til ten o'clock at night when Mrs. Me- 
Nnmnra started to retire. 
She went 


to put some of her jewelry In a drawer 
and found It all mussed and the mon- 
ey and ring gone. 
She Immediately 


notified the other members of tho 
family and a search revealed tho bal- 
ance of the stealings. 


Is First Seen 


After leaving Baker's the man must 


have gone directly to Judge Dunwld- 
die's. 
There he rang the front door 


bell and aroused the hired clrl who 
was up stairs. She did not answer the 
bell at once and heard some one try 
a key In the lock thought that It 
was the Judge trying to get In. 
The 


man then left the front door and went 
around to the slue door. 
About this 


time the girl got down stairs 
and 


•walked up to the window near 
the 


door.' The man saw her there and 
turned away and walked out of the 
yard. 
The girl telephoned the police 


giving a description of tnu man and 
It tallied closely with "Dayton lied" 
but he was In the lock up at the time. 
However, to make sure Chief Hogan 
took him up there but the girl said he 
•was not the man. 


At Dr. Farnsworth's 


During the afternoon the crook vls> 


ited Dr. Farnsworth's house at the cor 
HIT of Court and Wisconsin streets. 
Here he could not work the front door 
but succeeded In getting Into the base 
ment. 
This was as fur as ho could 


go however as the door leading from 
the basement to the tloor above had a 
Ijar across It. 


From Dr. Farnsworth's ho visited 


Miss Peterson's homo at 154 
East 


Milwaukee street. 
The house is oc- 


cupied by Miss Peterson and Mrs 
Crossott and Miss Ada Crossutt. He 
found no one at home here and sue 
ceedeu In unlocking the front door 
and getting In. 
Ho ransacked the 


house, securing $10 In money, a valua 
ble wntcli and a gold pin of Mrs 
Crossett'H and a gold ring belonglUK 
to Miss Peterson. 


Is Seen Again 


While he was in the house Charles 


Patterson, who lives In a house that 
Is farther back from tho street than 
.\lli-s IVterson'8 house, was out In tho 
yard talking with Mrs. A. T. Kem- 
mitt. 
They heard the front door or 


then ousec lost- and saw a man walk 
hurriedly down tho stops and go down 
the street. 
They did not know that 


Mrs. Crossett was away from home so 
thought nothing of It until later when 
the robbery was discovered. 


Same Man 


Tnc descriptions given of the man 


they saw tallies with that given by tho 
servant girl at Judge Dunwlddle's. A 
man answering the description given 
by the ladles was seen about :t:15 
o'clock yesterday afternoon by Chlet 
Hogan going down Main street near 
the Myers house. 
At that time t..ero 


had been nothing reported to the chief 
but the Dunwlddlu matter so he did 
not molest him. 
There Is now but 


little doubt that this was the man that 
was doing the work. 
Ho 
was a 


sharp crook and understood his busi- 
ness.

troduced by the Dork, Wharf anil Riv- 
erside union In favor of conipulBury 
arhltrntlon caused n heated discus- 
Hlon at t!io Trades Union congress. 
The resolution was as follows: 


"In view of the colossal crowth of 


trusts and combines of ttpccnlatlvo 
capitalists, and consoiiuont concentra- 
tion of capital and monopoly of In- 
dustry, this congress foresees the crave 
danger, to the nation and the toll- 
ers, of dislocation of trade, stoppage 
of work, ami distress of wage earn- 
ers. To avert such n calamity, this 
congress calls upon the legislature 
to pass an act creating n supreme 
court of arbitration, the court to bu 
presided over hy a lord justice, and 
to be constituted by nn equal num- 
ber of workmen's and employers' rep- 
resentatives, who shall take evidence 
from the parties aggrieved, or their 
representatives; legal experts to ho 
In all cases debarred from acting as 
representatives; 
the power 
of 
the 


court to be compulsory. 


Conciliation Courts. 


"Conciliation courts for the various 


industrial centers nro to be formed to 
net In conjunction with tho mipreme 
court, and to be 
termed 
district 


courts. 
In all cases workmen's rop- 


resentatlvcB nro to be selected by 
trades unions as 
commissioners or 


members of the supreme court. For 
the effective dealing %vlth dispute, 
commissions arc to he constituted, 
for tho great staple trades, vl/.., min- 
ing, 
textile, transport, engineering and 


agriculture, with n crown judge over 
each. The courts falling to settle dis- 
putes, cases are to be submitted to 
the supreme court. Only unions reg- 
istered iiniler an act and firms cor- 
ared by registration under 
an 
act 


Identical with the trades union act 
nro to be eligible for consideration of 
courts or the supreme court of arbi- 
tration. We, therefore. 
Instruct the 


parliamentary committee to draft a 
bill for the purpose aforesaid." 


Menace to Unions. 


Many of the delegates opposed the 


resolution on the ground that under 
such a system the 
trades 
unions 


would not only lose many of the ad- 
vantages they.had wrung from tho 
employers, but would die ot Inanition, 
since the need for 
their 
survival 


would no longer exist. 
Tho resolu- 


tion, eventually, was rejected by 001,- 
000 to SO.I.UUi) represented votes. 


After vigorous protest* ngalnst the 


recent Taff Vale nnd picketing Judg- 
ments tho congress adopted unani- 
mously the following resolutions re- 
garding picketing and traden union 
funds, lx)th Introduced hy the Amal- 
gamated 
Carpontv. J' 
and 
Joiners' 


union: 


Favor* Picketing. 


"1. This congress urges upon the 


parliamentary committee to use every 
means In their power to secure such 
amendment of the trades union act 
as shall make It lawful for any person 
or persons, on behalf of 
a 
trades 


union,, to attend at or near a house 
or place where another person resides 
or works, or carries on business, or 
happens to be, or the approach to 
such house or plan-, for the purpose 
of obtaining or communicating In- 
formation, or peacefully persuading 
any person to abstain from working, 
nnd any attendance, communication 
or persuasion as aforesaid, without 
using or threatening violence, shall 
not be deemed u watching or beset- 
ting within the meaning of section 1 of 
the Conspiracy and 
Protection 
of 


Property Act, lS7f>. 


Want Liability defined.

That we request the parlia- 


mentary committee to approach mem- 
bers of parliament with a view to the

EJECTS BIG COLUMN OF FIRE 


Heat So Intense That No Smoke Is 


Emitted From the Burning Volcano 
—Neighboring Peak 
Disappears In 


the Crater. 


Castries, Island of St. I.uclii. B. W. 


I., Sept. 5.—Tho royal mail steamer 
Yare arrived here from the Island of 
Martinique. 
She brings 
the report 


that n violent volcanic eruption oc- 
curred there Sept. 3 and that about 
2,000 persons are said to have per- 
ished. 
Large numbers of people., arc 


leaving the Island. 
In the eruption 


of Aug. 30 more than 1,000 lost thelc 
lives. 


Cloud of Dust. 


The British steamer Savan. Captain 


Hunter, arrived hero from the Island 
of Trinidad. 
She was covered with 


dust and reports that she ran Into a 
dense cloud of dust 
v.-hllo 
twenty 


miles south of St. Vincent. The coast 
telephone service reports that a vio- 
lent eruption of ha Soufrlere. on the 
Island of St. Vincent, was observed at 
midnight. 


UA SOUFR7ERE QUIET. 


Investigation Shows No Signs of Dan- 


0«r From That Source. 


PoInt-a-I'ltre, Ouadaloupe, F. \V. I., 


Sept. 5.—Gunllke reports from the 
south give warning that Mont I'elce 
is still violently active. Thick black 
clouds hong low In the sky. The heat 
Is intense. Although the governor has 
Issued a 
proclamation 
announcing 


that the commission sent to Investi- 
gate La Soufrlere reports that there 
arc no indications of danger from-that 
source, public panic has abated in no 
manner. 


Fear Tidal Wave. 


It is generally 
believed that tho 


Island of Martinique Is doomed to to- 
tal destruction, and the fear Is that 
when the catastrophe comes Ouacla- 
loupe will be visited by an all-'destruc- 
tlve tidal 
wave. Business Is abso- 


lutely at a standstill. Few shops aro 
open, and if It were not for the ef- 
forts of a few more valiant souls hun- 
dreds would starve to death here be- 
cause of their fear of a more terrible 
death. 


Tower as Monument. 


The details that have been received 


prove that the eruption of Mont Pe- 
lee of Aug. 30 was far more violent 
than any of the early explosions. Tho 
results were more terrible than first 
reported. At Morne Rouge more than 
1.000 have died and manj- others aro 
so injured that they cannot recover. 
Almost the entire village has been 
destroyed, the church tower standing 
as a Lort of monument to tho dead, 
i 
Gendarmes Die. 


The gendarmes 
that were 
quar- 


tered at Morne House were found dead 
with their horses In the road, they 
having made an unsuccessful attempt 
to escape the fire which was showered 
on them from the crater of Peleo. The 
positions in which their bodies were 
found tells the'story of the flight. One 
by one they wore overtaken by tho 
wall of flame that \v&s shot down from 
tho mouth of the volcano. 
Not ono 


escaped. The troops that were sent 
from Fort do Franco to rescue tho 
wounded wore compelled to flee to es- 
cape the destruction which had en- 
veloped their comrades. 


Column of Flame. 


As 
the 
eruptions 
continue 
tho 


mouth of Mont Pclee grows In S!ZR. 
It Is now of enormous proportions. 
Morne Lacrolx .one of tho peaks that 
reared skyward from tho side 
of 


Pelee, has fallen 
bodily into 
the 


crater and has been completely swal- 
lowed. 
There seems to be a side 


pressure In the crater, and tho burn- 
Ing chasm widens perceptibly every 
day. 


Clouds no more hang about tho 


crest of Mont Pelee. The tcrrlllc heat 
seems to drive everything away. Tho 
column of flame and smoke rears di- 
rectly Into the heavens, so that Its 
top is lost to sight. 
It Is estimated 


that thin column Is eight times as 
high as the volcano. In the darkness 
of the nights it has the appearance 
of a stream of molten Iron, standing 
fixed by some mysterious power be- 
tween heaven and earth.

troops were compelled to make a quick 
retreat, though they succeeded in tak- 
ing out a few wounded. The entire 
country nearly up to Fort de Franco 
Is burled under a deep cover of ashes.
